A COMPLAINT OF NEGLECT. 


To tht Editor oft/a Daily lfms:~ 


The 43d Congress dies on the fourth of 


March. Thank God for Ihe good of Ihe 
country that the majority which has for 
fourteen years BO coiruptly controlled the 
destinies of our country will now soon be- 
come oilinct. What have they done for 
the past two months except to wrangle over 
the Louisiana affairs and Sumnor's civil 
rights bill whilo, the appropriation bills and 
other important bills aro entirely neglected, 
ono of which it particularly important to the 
few remaining veterans of the war of 181:2 ? 
A bill to amend the act of Feb. 
1871, plac- 


ing on the pension roll all who served 14 
days or were in any one battle, as in the 
bounty land act of 1855, was passed by tho 
Hous» early at its last 'session and was 
amended by the Senate and repassed by the 
House, and presented to tho Senate by Mr. 
Pratt, chairman of tho Stnalo committee on 
pensions, who reported favorably on its 
passage and "recommended it lo bo taken 
up and passed at an early day." Tho bill 
was not taken up during that session though 
the old soldiers and widows looked in vain 
with watery eyes for its passage and are 
looking for its passage during tho present 
session of Congress. But alas! there is no 
money or political capital to be made out of 
H, as thesa poor veterans have no money to 
fee "lobby members to aid their cause, and 
are all known lo be old" Jeffersoniau Demo- 
crats "dyed in the wool" and seek no 
sympathy or favor from the present party in 
power, but look only for justice as tho 
whole people of our country are iu faror of 
paying to them this long deferred debt of 
honor. 


It is well known that when Iho bouuty 


land act was passed thero were thousands of 
land speculators as "lobby members'" iu its 
faror as they bought up th« old soldiers' 
land warrants for often less than half their 
value, but pensions cannot be sold or trans- 
ferred and henco there are no "lobby mem- 
bers.'1 


People iu general think all tho old soldiers 


are enjoying their pensions siuce Iho net of 
1871, but it is not so; all aro cut off who 
were armed and equipped aud ready to fight 
nnd repel invasion during tho whole vrar.and 
who could not prove (10 days consecutive 
service lo tho United Stales though called 
various times to garrison our forts, guard 
the sea coast and on guard and patrol duty. 
Not theu ejpecling any pension Ihey kept 
no record of times of duty, and now at tha 
age of 80 and !IO years when almost in a 
state of dotage with impaired memories it is 
not strange they cannot mako out '10 days 
service tho'- all sny they served more than 
that time but cannot recollect how many 
days at each place and hence an agent of 
tho pension officers has interrogated them 
all individually aud all who could not give 
him an entire satisfactory account of fiO 
days service have had the payment of their 
pensions suspended, after having received it 
about oue year.

THE CENSUS. 


HK.tSOMR WHY AOENSDH OF ItllulJK 1-I.AH'Il 


SHOULD HE TAKEN TI113 VKAIt. 


[I'rom Iho Providence Journal.) 


The Hubjecl of Inking a census of the 


sink-, during llio prwnl yofir, i-j now before 
the General Assembly, ami ought to awalieu 
a genc-ial iulc'rc.-'t among Iho people. 
A 


memorial in favor of HID project, from Hi? 
"Khode Island Sociely for !he Encourage- 
menl of Domestic Industry," has been print- 
ed by order of Ihe General Assembly, nnd 
presents forcibly some iinporlnnt reasons 
why a census should bo taken. 
\Vc will 


briefly refer lo some of Iho reasons given. 


The first is from (he insufficiency of Ihe 


national decennial censuses lo properly rep- 
resent Ihe statistics of tho stale. This insuf- 
ficiency arises from Iwo causes; lirst, because 
np single year will accurately represent Ihe 
average statistics of a series of ycnrs. 
The 


year may bo one of grcnt financial depres- 
sion, or the reverse: but it would bo strange 
if it was a good representative of the aver- 
age. Secondly, the uationnl censuses are 
insufficient, because they aro prepared for 
the whole country and not for special stales. 
In Ibis state, tho peculiarities of our lo- 
cation, industry aud products can be fairly 
represented only by a census specially adnpt- 
ed to these peculiarities. 


A second reason for taking a stale census 


the present year, is on account of tho very 
full census taken ton years sineo, in ISO. 
1;. 


That census was more full in its delails wilh 
regard lo the populalion, manufactures ag- 
riculture and fisheries of the stale Ihnn auy 
census over taken of this or any other state 
in this country. It contained many impor- 
tant facts never obtained in anyualional cen- 
sus. A census taken (ho present year pro- 
viding for similar information, would bo of 
immense value and of a greatly increased 
value on account of tho comparisons lhat 
could be made with tho fads leu yearssince, 
showing the progress the state has mndo in 
that time. 


Another reason for lakiiig Iho census this 


year, is tho near approach of the ono hun- 
dredth anniversary of our natiounl existence. 
This date will bo a point of departure in our 
progress, and tho comparison of our present 
statistics with those of Iho past could not 
fail to be, in the highest degree, instructive 
and profitable. 


Besides this, by (ho lime the census is 


completed nud the fncts collated, there is to 
bo a great coming together of people of all 
nations, nt Philadelphia. Au official report 
of the statistics of our state, to be distributed 
on this occasion, would bo of great honor

Other stales fully recognize the impor- 
lanco of these censuses midway between Ihe 
dates of the national censuses. New York 
and Massachusetts have taken them for a 
long lime, and these, with several other 
stales have already made provision for a 
census during the present year. There is 
no state in the Union better adapted for ob- 
taining full statistics than Rhode Island.and 
no stale in which the advantages of a census 
would bo so great in proportion to ils cost. 


The most important errors in the census 


of 18C5 were in the act under which it was 
taken, or were tbo direct results of lhat act, 
Of course it is in the power of Ihe General 
Assembly lo remedy 
this in future. We 


hope lo see speedy action on this subject, 
tnat ample time mny be hod for careful 
preparation.

CIVIL 1UG11TS. 


FDM. TEXT Or THE SIEASU11K PASSED BY 1 HE 


HOUSE, WITHOUT TUB 1'BEiMULE. 


The following is the hill as passed, with- 


out the preamble:— 


BEOT. 1. That all persons within the 


jurisdiction of the United States shall bo 
entitled to full »nd equal enjoyment of tin 
accommodations, adrantages, facilities am 
privilege! of inns, public conveyances ou 
land and water, theatre! and other places of 
public amusement, subject only to. the con- 
ditions and limitations established by law 
and applicable alike to citizens of every race 
and color regardless of any previous condi- 
tion of servitude. 


SECT. 2. That any person who shall vio- 


late tho foregoing section by denying to any 
except for reasons by law applicable to citi- 
zens of every race and color, and regardless 
of any previous condition of servitude, the 
full enjoyment of any of tho accouimodn 
lions, advantages, facilities or privileges in 
said section enumerated, or by aiding or in- 
citing such denial, shall for every such of- 
fence forfeit and pay the sum of five hun- 
dred dollars to the person aggrieved there- 
by, to bo recovered in ail action of tho debt 
with full costs, and shall also.for every such 
offence, be deemed guilty of a misdemean- 
or, and upon conviction' thereof,' shall bo 
fined not less than $500, nor more than 
$1000, or shall be imprisoned not less than 
one year; provided, that all- persons may 
elect to sue for tho penalty aforesaid; or to 
proceed nnder their rights at common latv 
and by etato statutes, and, having so elect- 
ed lo proceed on tho ono mode or other, 
their right to proceed in the other jurisdic- 
tion shall be barred,—but thia proviso shall
